OUTTIHG AHD CUKIMB HAY. 


LY WILLIAM II. TtOMAXS. 


Tlicrc is noiiaitnf tlic farmer's occupation 


tluil icquires tliu cxctciic of tetterjudgment 
tlian tliat of securing tlic hay crop In a proper 
manner. Upon tills tlcpcmld the prosperity of 
Oic stock during tlio winter season ; anil every 
farmer lias learned tliat tlie tlirift of Ills caltlu 
In winter depends upon the k'nul of fodder cin- 
plovw!. If |>oor and half cured, animals feel 
the clfc-cts very soon ; they Uisc tlesli and have 


desire to consume tlie foot! tliat is I'nr- 


I them. But on (lie other hand, if good 


mill well cured, cut at the proper time, animals 
relish it anil thrive even through the severe days 
of w inter. Xow there ore reasons for these di- 
verse rcjults. In the first place, hay should be 
t>f reasonably gooJ quality; but even if this 
condition exists, anfl It \i cut out of season anil 
Improperly cured, the hay, so f.ir as regards (tin 
benefits for feeding, will be very nearly ruined ; 
even a poorer quality of hay, cut in season and 
well cured, would be better lliaii thu fitst- 
naincd. It is an old saying that stock well win- 
lei i'd is half summered ; if this IK: so, how im- 
poiHint then that the provisions for wintering 
be properly made. The first anil most import- 
ant condition is that hay should be cut in sea- 
son, and as a general rule, the best lime is when 
In full blossom, for then having accumulated all 
the gum, sugar and statch necessary lor the 
formation of tlie seed, it posicsscs all Ihe ele- 
vnents that the mature seed would contain anil 
.--at Ihc same time the stalk is yet tender and 
•easily digestible, whereas if the same stands 
until the seed in matured the stalk becomes 
changed very much to woody fibre, which is 
hard and-indigestible. -Nor is this all; I/iebig 
lias said that all plants that, arc allowed to ma- 
ture their seed return to the earth a portion of 
lln-ii- substance in the fmin of uxcrumciiliUous 
matter; so that by allowing hay lo stand too 
Ion; nutrient principles arc actually lost instead 
of Ihcrebeing any gain. If any one doubts the 
.choice of cattle in this respect they have only I o 
rtc<,l the mailer by placing before them some of 
.each kind—that cut eaily with its ilcli aroma, 
•and other cut late witli its haul woody stall;, 
•vulh no fragiant-c to tempt Ihe animal appetite 
—and unless Ihe animals are of an uiiiiei-ount- 
able breed, they will push the lattei aside for 
ilir. former, which they will greedily devour. 


Then as to the cm ing, it should bejii.tr r'ujhl, 


ni'itlicr diicd too 'much nor too little, if that can 
lie determined. A gicat many fall into thccimr 
«f curing too much, so lli.il the hay becomes 
Oii-lllle and will not pack propcily in the mow. 
If all artificial moisture is dried out of hay, and 
s'.hc juices just thickened or set, it. is in the best 
possible condition fur putting inlo the mow 
•which should always be done as near the mid- 
dle of the day aa possible when the I.,iy is warm, 
liy all means, carting l-.ny when the dew begins 
lu fall, should be avoided. In all eases possible 
liay should be cut and cured without being wet 
liy rains. When it can be so accomplished it is 
often advantageous to cut hay in the latter part 
<if the afternoon, when Iheic is much less dew 
than iu the morning and which gives an oppot- 
Innity of working upon tlic-hay as soon as the 
<low is off. If hay is to be left out over night, 
11 is often more convenient to leave it in the 
rwiiiro'*' (especially if no apiwaranco of rain) 
rilian to bunch it, loqiiiiing less labor to cure 
ithc second day. Clover can be well cured in 
Ihe swath by one or two turnings, and leas of 
ilic leaves are lost than where it is handled con- 
siderably ; or it may be put into small heaps 
which will usually cure themselves in a day or 
two. By following a few general principles 
which present themselves to reason, iioiUfliciilly 
need lie in the way of piopcrly securing hay. 
It will be far better to commence a little too 
early than to wait until a greater part of haying 
li late.

Then as I have leisure, make a table in 
a larger bonk in which all can be transferred, 
and so any difference noticed at a glaive.

FABM ACCOUNTS AHD MEMORANDA. 


RKPOUTED 11V WILLIAM II. Yi:oMANS. 


The Columbia (Conn.) Fanners' Club having 


the above subject under consideration, remarks 
were made as fallows: 


X. P. Little.—The subject Is one of great 


Importance to the fanner, and also to all men 
scnt them 


of business. It is an indication of character to delay, to 


KCC a man who Is particular and regulai in his 
accounts and records of events. It is necessary 
to every man's success. The foundation of 
accounts is an inventory. If the fanner would 
keep a regular set of accounts, he must com- 
mence by lit^t taking an inventory of farm, 
stock, farm implements, <fcc., one at the com- 
mencement and also at the end of the year, in 
order lo determine the general profit of the 
farm. The keeping of accounts is very simple. 
On one side must be the debit, on the other side 
the credit, and the difleicncc of the two sides of 
the account is the profit or loss, as the c.isc may 
be. As a rule, no man is capable of keeping 
accounts in his head, and if a man is loose in 
keeping liis accounts and a record of his trans- 
nctions, lie cannot be successful in his business. 
The reason why men trust their monies in sav- 
jngs banks is because they have a regular sys- 
tem of accounts; the ofliccrs of such institu- 
Aiont may lie dishonest anil keep false books, 
but it is not the fault of the accounts. ' There 
is no system of keeping accounts that will make 
men honest. The farmer must have accounts 
for the purpose of showing the condition of Ids 
fanning transactions. Uow often little matters 
are explained by some simple memoranda. It 
would increase the farmer's interest iuhis busi- 
ness to keep accounts of the cost of his crops, 
Vhc price sold for, Ac. If there is anything 
jvoith doing at all it is worth doing well. 


3. S. Yeomans.—-A Snocl many may think 


that accounts are very much beyond their keep- 
ing, but there is nothing necessary, other than 
to keep such an account as is understood by 
themselves and is suited to tlieir wants. It Is a 
•very easy matter for » farmer to charge every 
crop with the seed, manuie, rent of ground, &c., 
ami credit the crop, and yet that is all that is 
necessary. There is an interest in keeping ac- 
counts. We must have some figures, and they 
»re valuable. When young I taught school for 
many whitws,'ami I can now tell the names of 
the pupils, tlic number from each house, where 
And when I boarded at each house as was then 
the custom, and* how many nights, &c. Ever 
since I commenced keephiR house forty or more 
years ago, 1 commenced keeping an account of 
cash transactions, which I have kept ever since. 


In my earlier life I worked at carpentering 


•nd employed apprentices, and in many cases 
can tell tho number of days employed by each.- 
Vat years 1'. have also kept a diary in which I 
record all transactions of importance, records Of 
•weather, Ac., and which has been the means of 
explaining many things years after they h'avc 
transpired. Would recommend to every one to 
keep accounts, which having commenced will 
not be abandoned. 


S. Hunt.—Have always noticed' tliat those
